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GIVE BOYS IN UNIFORM A UHT 
The Sharon Herald offers the following suggestion 
which will meet with hearty approval by everyone, and 
especially those who have relatives in the armed forces 
of the country; 
It is difficult to travel any sizeable distance these 
days without encountering hitch-hikers in Army uni­ 
forms. To men earning only S21 or SSO per month, that 
form of transportation is quite popular. 
Perhaps the service men are hurrying home to their 
wives or parents while on a limited furlough. 
Or per­ 
haps they are on their way back to their Army or Navy 
post after spending a few w elcom e days with their loved 
ones. 
Most soldiers and sailors are located m any miles 
away from home. 
Some must travel distances of 2.000 
miles or more from camp to home and back again. Such 
distances are much too far and expensive for their mod­ 
est financial means to handle. 
Thus we find our serv­ 
ice men hitch-hiking and soliciting rides on the nation s 
highways. 
American armed forces are composed of the very 
highest type of young men th at this country has to offer. 
Criminals are not allowed in the armed services of the 
United States, except under very restricted circum­ 
stances. 
Therefore you need not fear when you invite 
a soldier, a sailor or marine to ride with you. 
No doubt many of today s soldiers were— only a 
short time ago—giving rides to other soldiers before 
they themselves joined the service. 
Now they are earn­ 
estly asking a return for the favors they granted in 
the past. 
Any rides given men in the armed forces are defin­ 
itely appreciated. Seldom does a soldier fail to thank a 
motorist very graciously for a ride—even if it be for 
only a few miles. 
Soldiers are not the common highway “bum s” that 
composed the nation's arm y of hitch-hikers a few years 
back. They are respectable representatives of our great 
nation who are serving us for very meager pay. 
They 
deserve all that we can offer—and more. 
So. give them a lift. 
Your son or your brother may 
be in the armed forces now or in the near future. 
Cer­ 
tainly you would want them to be given every consid­ 
eration by the motoring public.
